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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Washington : 

In  introducing  this,  your  superintendent's  second  annual 
report,  he  wishes  to  express  his  sincere  appreciation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee,  to  the  teachers,  and  to  the  cit- 
izens of  Washington  and  all  others  connected  with  the  schools 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  and  confidence,  the  loyalty  and 
helpfulness,  they  have  accorded  him.  Such  support  should  be 
reflected  in  general  condition  of  our  school  program. 

I  THE  SCHOOL  PROGRAM 
You  are  referred  to  the  school  program  outlined  in  the  1929 
Report,  which  for  the  sake  of  brevity  will  not  be  repeated  here, 
for  the  type  of  education  we  hope  to  be  able  to  pursue.  As  a 
basis  for  elementary  education  six  of  the  seven  principles  laid 
down  by  a  Committee  of  The  National  Education  Association 
are  given  again,  however. 

1.  A  command  of  the  fundamental  school  subjects. 

2.  Health. 

3.  Worthy  Home  Membership. 

4.  Development  of  good  leisure  time  interests. 

5.  Worthy  Citizenship. 

6.  Character. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  training  given  in  these  fundamentals 
of  education  cannot  all  be  taught  from  books.  Much  is  the 
result  of  habits  that  must  come  through  school  discipline,  play, 
example  of  the  teachers,  and  from  the  opportunity  afforded 
within  the  school  for  children  to  practice  the  elements  upon 
which  desirable  habits  and  ideals,  worthy  interests  and  per- 
sonal qualities,  are  founded. 

For  the  above  reason  many  things  must  be  considered  in  the 
child's  education.  In  addition  to  good  teachers  and  textbooks 
the  building  in  which  he  spends  so  much  time  should  provide 
good  lighting,  proper  sanitation,  adequate  ventilation.  Health 
habits  should  be  taught  and  the  personal  health  of  the  children 
should  be  carefully  guarded.  Through  school  activities  children 
should  learn  to  practice  the  Golden  Rule  and  to  live  and  play 
together,  honestly  and  in  good  spirit.  These  are  high  lights  in 
an  educational  program  that  should  be  given  attention,  in 
addition  to  book  learning. 

Thus  far  we  have  had  some  contact  with  the  program  above 
in  the  following  ways:  Attention  has  been  given  to  providing 
the  pupils  with  up-to-date  textbooks;  we  have  conscientious, 
able  teachers  who  have  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  at  heart ; 
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we  have  done  much  to  improve  our  school  building,  as  a  part  of 
a  program  to  make  it  into  a  healthful  place  for  children  to  spend 
their  school  hours;  we  have  health  service,  a  school  nurse  and 
a  school  doctor — and  in  addition  we  seek  to  protect  the  health 
of  the  children  through  chnics  that  prevent  and  correct  disease; 
Music,  Art  and  Nature  Study  are  taught. 

Our  most  serious  shortcomings  are  as  follow:  We  have  no 
physical  education  in  the  real  sense— that  is  training  that  not 
only  develops  healthy  bodies  but  healthy  minds  and  good 
character  as  well;  there  is  more  that  must  be  done  to  make 
our  school  building  modern  since  the  rooms  are  somewhat 
crowded,  ventilation  is  not  especially  good,  our  toilet  facilities 
are  poor,  there  is  no  running  water. 

Before  continuing  I  wish  to  mention  the  fact  that  new 
Courses  of  Study  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  The 
course  was  selected  only  after  a  careful  examination  of  courses 
of  study  that  would  meet  our  particular  needs.  Some  more 
time  will  be  necessary  to  make  minor  changes  and  additions 
but  before  the  end  of  this  school  year  the  new  course  will  be  in 
general  use.

It  is  apparent  that  while  our  educational  costs  have  in- 
creased the  state  is  sharing  the  additional  burden  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  is  the  town  itself.  This  will  continue  to  be 
true.  A  comparison  of  Washington's  expenditures  for  the  year 
just  ended  with  the  1929  expenditures  will  show  that  the  in- 
crease is  caused  by  high  school  costs  and  elementary  tuition 
largely.  The  Part  I  and  II  General  Fund  Reimbursements  will 
be  increased  in  the  coming  year — Part  I  largely  because  of  the 
additional  elementary  tuition  paid  for  the  past  school  year. 
(Please  make  comparisons  of  the  above  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee Financial  Report.) 

It  is  your  superintendent's  hope  that  the  1931  appropriation 
will  make  possible  the  purchase  of  a  few  more  textbooks  (so  that 
the  standards  set  may  not  fall  again) ;  the  support  of  a  Dental 
Clinic  (see  Nurse's  Report);  bringing  water  to  the  school 
building.  The  last  mentioned  need  can  be  taken  care  of  from 
the  regular  appropriation  if  it  is  increased  in  accordance  with 
the  sum  asked  for. 
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IV    SPECIAL  REPORTS

Mr.  R.  B.  Eddy,  Superintendent, 
Hinsdale,  Massachusetts, 
My  dear  Mr.  Eddy: 

In  response  to  your  request  I  herewith  submit  a  report  of 
the  school  health  work  done  in  Washington  this  year. 

We  are  required  by  law  to  give  each  pupil  a  yearly  physical 
examination  and  to  enforce  the  vaccination  law.  The  physical 
examination  was  completed  in  October  while  the  final  vaccinat- 
ing was  done  in  November.  The  usual  defects  in  about  the 
same  numbers  were  found,  such  as  bad  tonsils  and  adenoids, 
poor  nutrition,  poor  posture,  and,  most  frequent  of  all,  teeth 
needing  urgent  attention. 

In  October  a  chest  clinic  under  the  direction  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Department  of  Pubhc  Health  was  held.     A  detailed 


report  of  this  clinic  follows:

The  usual  hygiene  instruction  is  given  constantly.  This 
work  is  of  necessity  done  by  the  teachers,  as  one  monthly  visit 
by  the  nurse  is  far  too  little  time  for  class  work. 

This  spring  it  is  expected  that  another  clinic  for  the  im- 
munization of  children  against  diphtheria  will  be  held.  Chil- 
dren previously  immunized  will  be  given  the  Schick  Test  to  be 
sure  they  are  completely  immune.  Should  any  still  have  a 
positive  reaction  they  will  receive  the  additional  treatment 
necessary,  while  all  other  unprotected  children,  both  pupils  and 
pre-school  children  from  the  age  of  six  months  up  will  be  im- 
munized if  desired.  Diphtheria  has  long  been  one  of  the  most 
dreaded  and  fatal  of  diseases.  The  very  presence  of  diphtheria 
is  unnecessary  now  if  our  children  are  given  the  benefit  of 
immunization.  It  is  hoped  that  every  parent  will  take  advan- 
tage of  this  clinic  to  give  his  child  this  protection. 
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Dental  work  is  most  urgently  needed  in  Washington,  as  in 
every  other  small  rural  town.  A  solution  of  the  problem  is  not 
easy  to  find,  but  there  is,  however,  one  ray  of  hope.  A  neigh- 
boring community  is  expecting  to  hold  a  dental  clinic  in  the  very 
near  future  and  there  is  a  possibility  that  Washington  may 
buy  dental  service  from  this  community  if  it  so  desires.  We 
sincerely  hope  this  may  be  possible  as  it  is  by  far  the  cheapest 
and  best  answer  to  our  problem  yet  suggested. 

Health  work  in  the  past  eight  years  has  slowly  advanced. 
There  is  still  very  much  to  be  accomplished.  We  hopefully 
look  forward,  however,  to  larger  and  more  important  gains  in 
the  future.  There  is  no  reason  why  our  hopes  should  not  be 
fulfilled.

My  dear  Mr.  Eddy:— 

Efficiency  is  the  slogan  of  our  age.  This  is  being  demon- 
strated in  business,  industry,  and  all  progressive  enterprises. 
It  is  being  used  in  the  schools.  The  present  demand  in  educa- 
tion seems  to  be  for  a  maximum  of  learning  in  a  minimum  of 
time.  We  are  called  upon  to  apply  that  principle  to  the  Art 
work  in  our  schools. 

The  Art  Field  is  so  broad  that  it  is  necessary  to  make  a 
systematic  and  comprehensive  study  of  what  the  child  needs  in 
order  for  him  to  acquire  a  general  education  along  this  line. 
From  year  to  year  the  work  is  changed  so  that  the  child  gets  the 
subject  from  a  different  angle,  but  underneath  are  the  funda- 
mental principles.    My  aim  is  to  teach  the  child  to  help  himself. 

In  the  Primary  room  I  have  had  to  spend  some  time  in  ad- 
justing the  work  to  fit  the  children.  I  find  that  better  results  are 
obtained.  The  children  in  the  Grammar  room  are  quicker  to 
grasp  a  subject  and  are  capable  of  doing  excellent  work. 

Compared  with  the  time  spent  in  other  schools,  the  Wash- 
ington schools  are  doing  very  satisfactory  work  in  Art. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  here  where  one  receives  such  hearty 
cooperation  from  the  teachers  and  pupils.  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Superintendent  for  his  kindness  and  helpful  suggestions.

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V  GENERAL  REMARKS 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Washington  parents  will  take  full 
advantage  of  the  Toxin  Anti-toxin  Clinic  for  the  prevention  of 
diphtheria  this  year.  It  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that 
this  is  an  absolute  protection  against  the  disease;  if  space 
permitted  statistics  for  Massachusetts  could  be  given  to  show 
how  remarkably  communities  have  protected  their  children 
through  consistent  Schick  Tests  and  Toxin  Anti-toxin  immun- 
ization. 

If  we  can  take  advantage  of  the  Dental  Clinic  proposed  in 
Miss  McCormick's  Report  the  greatest  health  need  of  Washing- 
ton's school  children  will  have  been  met. 

Miss  Schulze  and  Mrs.  May  have  difficult  work  to  do,  the 
support  of  every  parent  is  a  great  assistance.  The  teachers 
cooperate  with  your  superintendent  in  all  things  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  bettering  the  all  around  education  of  the  children 
of  the  town. 

In  November  a  most  worthwhile  Teachers'  Institute  was 
held  in  Cummington  under  the  direction  of  our  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  The  teachers  and  superintendent  attended 
to  their  great  benefit. 

At  the  cost  of  $300  dollars  the  fighting  in  the  Valley  School 
building  was  improved  during  the  summer  of  1930.  Windows 
were  removed  from  the  side  of  each  room  and  the  spaces  closed; 
the  windows  on  opposite  sides  of  each  room  and  at  the  ends  of 
each  room  were  increased  in  number  and  raised.  The  result  is 
to  give  good  one-way  lighting  in  each  room.  In  addition  an 
outside  exit  was  placed  in  each  room  (absolutely  required  by 
State  Law.)  The  rooms  were  given  two  coats  of  paint.  Mr. 
Ryan  who  did  the  work  is  to  be  complimented  for  the  thorough 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  used  the  funds  at  his  disposal. 
With  the  first  part  of  the  plan  to  improve  the  building  realized 
we  will  do  well  to  continue  to  make  improvements  until  the 
whole  plan  has  been  carried  out. 

It  was  implied  that  a  Physical  Education  Supervisor  similar 
to  our  Art  Supervisor  be  engaged  when  funds  permit.  Some 
inexpensive  equipment  should  be  made  a  part  of  our  school 
property  to  assist  in  carrying  out  physical  education  teaching. 

Your  superintendent  wishes  to  furnish  information  that 
will  acquaint  everyone  interested  in  the  schools  with  what  is 
being  done  and  what  should  be  done.  Selecting  material  for 
this  report  may  have  resulted  in  the  omission  of  some  fact  or 
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facts  particularly  desired,  if  that  happens  to  be  the  case  it  will 
be  considered  a  privilege  to  furnish  such  information  upon 
request. 

A  definite  plan  for  conducting  the  schools  forms  the  basis 
for  your  superintendent's  work.  This  report  is  intended  to  con- 
vey pertinent  information  regarding  that  plan. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  again  all  who  have  helped  to 
make  the  work  of  the  past  year  successful  and  pleasant.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Washington  for  the  period  from  September  18,  1928  to  Novem- 
ber 24,  1930,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Washington  for  the  period  from  September  18, 
1928,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  November  24,  1930,  and  submit  the 
following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments 
were  compared  with  the  orders  of  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  disburse- 
ment of  town  funds.  The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout  for  the  period 
of  the  audit,  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an  actual  count,  and  the  bank 
balance  was  proved  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank. 

The  accounts  of  the  collectors  of  taxes  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited, 
and  the  commitment  lists  of  poll,  property  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes 
for  1929  and  1930  were  added  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  of  the 
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assessors  committing  the  taxes  for  collection.  The  recorded  collections 
were  checked  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abate- 
ments were  compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

A  further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  obtained  by- 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The  recorded 
receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  compared  with  the  records  of 
licenses  issued,  and  the  payments  to  the  county  treasurer  and  to  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  respectively,  were  verified.  The  cash  on 
hand  was  proved. 

The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  were  listed  from  the  town  clerk's 
records  of  town  meetings,  being  compared  with  the  aggregate  amount 
expended  from  each  appropriation.  Although  there  were  small  overdrafts 
each  year,  marked  improvement  in  this  respect  was  noted  and  it  appears 
that  an  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  keep  expenditures  within  amounts 
appropriated. 

The  1930  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk,  treasurer,  and  collector  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  were  found  to  be 
in  proper  form.    The  surety  bonds  for  prior  years  could  not  be  located. 

The  computation  of  the  tax  rate  by  the  assessors  was  verified,  the 
revenue  raised  by  the  assessors  being  reconciled  with  the  appropriations 
voted  by  the  town  and  with  the  other  items  which  the  assessors  are  required 
to  raise  under  the  provisions  of  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws. 

The  balance  in  the  overlay  reserve  fund,  created  by  Section  25,  Chap- 
ter 59,  General  Laws,  is  substantial,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  reserve 
fund  appropriated  by  the  town  under  authority  of  Section  6,  Chapter  40, 
General  Laws,  be  voted  from  the  overlay  reserve  fund. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled  and  analyzed,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  on  November  24,  1930.  There  are  also  appended  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash  as  well  as  summaries  of  the 
tax  and  departmental  accounts. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  cooperation  of  all 
town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish 
to  express  appreciation.
